Take any daily 
paper and scan the headlines. 
World-wide disagreement, murder, 
suicide, robbery, divorce, forgery, 
rioting, class-hatred, breaking of 
homes, neglect of children, assault, 
abuse of labor — these make head¬ 
lines every day.

Our Anniversary 

This issue of the YOUTH is a rather momentous one in the annals 
of its publication as it marks a special anniversary, a whole two-year 
period of continuous printing. 

Although this is the thirteenth year since the YOUTH first ap¬ 
peared, its history of publication has been one of a series of upsets 
and absences. For the first few years of its existence the YOUTH ap¬ 
peared regularly but financial difficulties intervened at about the half¬ 
way mark in its history and the going became very rugged. During 
one year only three copies were printed and the future was uncertain. 

Two years ago His Excellency Bishop Neil Savaryn asked your 
present editor if he would consider the task of looking after the 
editing of the YOUTH magazine. Your editor agreed and, as all of 
you faithful readers know, the YOUTH has been appearing regularly 
month after month. This is the twenty-third consecutive issue. This 
achievement has been made possible through the continuous patronage 
of Bishop Neil Savaryn without whose help the YOUTH could not have 
been published. 

At this time let’s take a brief look at the status of the YOUTH 
from its re-appearance two years ago. During 1956 the amount of 
money coming from subscriptions and Press Fund Donations was far 
from adequate and was only a small fraction of the cost needed to 
continue publishing this magazine. The common excuse given by many 
persons in not subscribing to the YOUTH was that they couldn’t rely 
on its continuation and that they had subscribed several times before 
without receiving full value for what they had paid. To atone for this 
we carried about 300 delinquent subscribers during that year in an 
effort to regain their confidence. Only a small number of these persons 
renewed their subscriptions and we were forced to stop sending further 
copies of the YOUTH to them. Despite such discouraging results in 
1956, His Excellency Bishop Neil Savaryn again offered to help the 
YOUTH. 

During 1957 the status of the YOUTH was considerably improved 
and although we are not breaking even, the amount of debt we have 
incurred this year is not as great as during the previous one-year period. 
The increase in the number of subscribers has been very slight but the 
generous donations to our Press Fund by certain U.C.Y. locals in 
Canada as well as by a few truly considerate and up-standing individuals 
has been truly gratifying. May God-bless them for their help and in¬ 
terest in trying to put their official organ, the YOUTH, on a firmer 
financial footing. 
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If the present trend will continue, the future looks very bright 
for the YOUTH. His Excellency Bishop Neil Savaryn is again willing 
to continue his patronage of our publication as he realizes the im- 
portance which a magazine like the YOUTH has for all of our Ukrainian 
Catholic youth in Canada. The price which the Ukrainian News is 
charging us for publication is far below the cost which we would have 
to pay elsewhere. If at least one of two things happens during 1958, 
we will really have accomplished something. If we double the number 
of subscribers, or if we get double the amount of the 1957 Press Fund, 
we can actually look forward to breaking even during 1958. With your 
continued support we hope that this will be done. 

However, we are more optimistic about 1958 than just breaking 
even. We hope that our financial status will be improved to such an 
extent that during the coming year we will be able to implement some 
of the changes which we’ve been trying to do for a long time. First we’d 
like to improve the quality of the paper being used in our present 
publication. Then, we have hopes of being able to increase the number 
of pages in each issue so we can bring you more features and articles 
of interest. Actually, the number of things we could do if we had more 
support are limitless. Won’t you try to help us? 

On this, our anniversary, we appeal to all of you faithful subscribers 
to become truly YOUTH conscious during the following year. Make 
every effort to renew your own subscription in time and urge all of 
your fellow U.C.Y. members to do likewise. Bring up the YOUTH mag¬ 
azine for discussion at some of your meetings and embark upon a plan 
whereby your club will sponsor at least one affair for your publication. 
In addition to financial support, try to look upon the YOUTH as your 
personal possession and obligation. Write to us often and let us have 
your views on matters pertaining to our magazine and to our own 
U.C.Y. organization. Just think what a treasured souvenir you will 
have by writing an article or story for the YOUTH and having your 
name printed in conection with it. Let us hear often about the activities 
of your U.C.Y. local. Have group pictures taken of your club and send 
them in to us for publication. Take a picture of your executive and 
have that sent in too. During 1958 we hope to publish a picture of every 
U.C.Y. club in Canada. If there is anything in your community which 
you would like to have featured on the cover of YOUTH start working 
on it immediately. Perhaps there is some member of your club whom 
you would like to have featured in our “Personality of the Month” de¬ 
partment. Let’s hear about that too. 

If we have your help, the write-up we’ll have here on our third 
anniversary of continuous publication will be a much more cheerful 
■ one, and the future will look even brighter than it does now. The years 
' of one’s youth are often the most dynamic ones in his life. Let’s divert 
more of that drive and enthusiasm towards making the YOUTH a mag- 
- azine of which we can all be truly proud.

Celebrations 

Christmas is a day of joy because 
it commemorates the first appear¬ 
ance of God on earth as man and 
foreshadows His second great ap¬ 
pearance as King and Judge of the 
world. Christ’s beauty and joy of 
her liturgy, and follows it with a 
series of feasts which, altogether, 
bid the faithful rejoice in a spirit 
of gratitude for the Incarnation and 
of expectation of their being united 
with Christ in the glory of His sec¬ 
ond coming. By way of preparation 
the church has established the season 
of Advent, not as a time of rejoic¬ 
ing, but as a time of self-denial 
brightened by hope, so that the faith¬ 
ful may think of, and prepare for, 
Christ’s coming. 

This whole time of Advent and 
the Christmas Season should be one 
of great importance to the Christian. 
A time for him to become more 
deeply impressed, his consequent 
dignity as a Christian, and the 
thought of his personal union with 
Christ in His second coming. His 
whole celebration of Christmas must 
be governed by such considerations, 
otherwise it is not a Christian 
celebration, but only some material¬ 
istic substitute or sentimental sha¬ 
dow of it. 

Certain celebrations which take 
place in Advent, such as the so- 
called Christmas office parties, are 
a distortion of the Christmas spirit. 
To celebrate in that time of pre¬ 
paration because Christmas is com¬ 
ing, when that is the very reason 
why the church urges her children 
not to celebrate yet, involves some 


kind of contradiction. When, in the 
name of Christ’s Birthday, such 
celebrations are degraded by sinful 
excesses in the matter of temperance 
and modesty or chastity they are 
moreover blasphemous. 

Christmas office parties need not 
be wrong, especially if they are 
held during the Christmas Season. 
Then, if they are kept free from 
sinful excesses the belief that top 
executives, secretaries, office boys, 
and charwoman are all equal in as 
far as they are all redeemed by 
Christ and have the same destiny; 
when an exchange of gifts is used 
as a reminder of how all must help 
one another in order to attain that 
destiny, and of how Christ gave 
Himself, they are positively good 
and can help spread the true idea 
of Christmas. But if they serve no 
other purpose than to show that 
employers and employees are all 
equal in as far as they all have 
similar thirsts and physical drives, 
and can all give into these tenden¬ 
cies. they are sinful and are a tra¬ 
vesty of what Christmas celebration 
should be. 

The true Christian should not at¬ 
tend such sinful parties, even though 
he judges he will not be guilty of 
any excess there. Much less should 
he ask for a dispensation from fast 
or abstinence in order to take part 
in them completely. Those who are 
responsible for the promotion of 
such parties as they know will be 
generally marred by these excesses 
(perhaps even hoping they will have 
a chance to forget themselves) are 
guilty of grave sin. 

These parties present a challenge 
to those who call themselves Chris- 
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tian. It can be answered with a 
shrug of the shoulders expressive 
of the attitude that nothing can be 
done about the matter, and there 
will still be plenty of time for con¬ 
fession before midnight Mass. Or it

NURSING

(Excerpts from a talk gven at the 
Regional Career Rally in Mundare). 

Two of the noblest professions in 
the world are those of the nurse 
and the doctor. 

Bishop Fulton Sheen, enumerates 
three conditions for being a good 
nurse. 

Every nurse should have three 
things: 

(1) An Incision 

(2) Cheerfulness 

(3) A sense of the Invisible 

She should have an incision in 
order that she may properly ap¬ 
preciate pain. It is not essential that 
every nurse have a physical incision; 
a mental incision will do just as 
well, if she has an appreciation of 
the sufferings of others. Otherwise, 
there is a want of sympathy. In- 
dentification with the pain of others 
not only prevents the heart from 
becoming hard, but rather lessens 
the agony of others by sharing it. 

There is a world of difference be¬ 
tween pity and compassion. Pity is 
an aristocractic virtue; it looks down 
on sufferings of others. Compassion 
is the democratic virtue; it shares 
suffering and pain and feels it as 
its own. The incision thus rescues 


the nurse from professional coolness, 
stamps her with the virtue of sym¬ 
pathy which is never wasted unless 
it is given to self. 

The second characteristic of a 
good nurse will be cheerfulness. 
There is nothing that so much con¬ 
tributes to the longevity of sickness 
as the long face of a nurse. A smile 
is laughter’s whisper and has its root 
in the soul. A patient feels revul¬ 
sion when a nurse enters the room 
with a needle as if she were look¬ 
ing for a target, but feels the infec¬ 
tion of joy when entrance is made 
with a smile. Because the nurses 
have to do so many unpleasant 
things, it is very important for 
them to be cheerful, particularly 
when they wash up patients at 5:30 
in the morning to ask them if they 
slept well — a greeting which is 
generally a preface to having the 
face washed. 

The third characteristic of a nurse 
is the sense of the invisible, which 
means that every patient should 
not be seen as something opaque, 
but rather as something transparent 
From a religious point of view, there 
is no such a thing as a sick patient 
in Room No. 4. Our Divine Lord 
said that when He would come to 
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judge the world on the last day, He 
would say, “I was sick and you 
visited Me; I was hungry and you 
gave Me to eat; I was thirsty and 
you gave Me to drink.” The good 
nurses who are saved will ask, 
“When?” When did we see you hun¬ 
gry and give You to eat? When 
thirsty, did we give You to drink? 
When sick, did we visit You?” and 
He will say, “When you did it to 
the least of these My brethren, you 
did it unto Me.” 


STRONG ARE 

Humility is a source of strength. 
The humble man knows that he can 
do very little by himself; however, 
as he has no confidence in himself 
but only in God and God is all pow¬ 
erful, no human force can deter him 
when his duty lies before him. 

We hear Our Lord telling us that 
he did not come to bring peace but 
a sword. The peace which our divine 
Master condemns is the stagnant 
quiet of the bogs, a poisonous decay 
beneath a tranquil surface. This 
peace is the silence of regions de¬ 
vastated by a cyclone, the heavy 
peace of death. 

True peace means work, effort, 
struggle and blood. All this is a 
sword—the light which cleaves the 
darkness, the spirit which vanquish¬ 
es the flesh, the victory over our 
passions, our covetousness, the vices 
of the world. Perhaps the humble 
man does not develop long argu¬ 
ments in defense of his humility but 
he lives it and this is fundamental. 

The example for all ages is Our 
Lord, so humble that He chose to be 
born on the humble straw, to die on 
the cross and be buried in a tomb 


Every fevered brow will be seen 
crowned with thorns; every aching 
hand will seem to the nurse to bear 
the imprint of nails; every wound¬ 
ed foot will appear as riven with 
steel; and every aching heart will 
be one that knew the unkind kiss 
of a lance. 

N.B. Miss Kuchaba tried to bring 
out points that would emphasize the 
dignity and the noble calling of a 
nurse.

given to Him as an alms. Yet He 
was so strong that He was able to 
face danger, threats, betrayal and 
death itself without hesitation and 
with perfect serenity.

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Child could be born, she did not 
revolt against the duplicity of 
Herod and she bore the long ab¬ 
sences of Jesus heroically even to 
the inescapable horrors of the Cross.

A healthy Catholic life depends in 
great measure upon the fruitful re¬ 
ception of the two great sacraments 
of Confession and Communion. In 
this article I wish to assist our read¬ 
ers to increase their fervour in the 
reception of the holy sacraments; it 
is for this that we pray in this in¬ 
vocation. 

The Sacrament of Penance 

When the late great writer - con¬ 
vert, Gilbert Keith Chesterton, was 
asked why he became a Catholic, 
he answered quite simply. “I be¬ 
came a Catholic because I wanted 
my sins forgiven.” That is the first 
function of the Sacrament of Pen¬ 
ance to forgive our sins. We must 
therefore look upon the confessional, 
not as a torture chamber but as a 
tribunal of mercy in which we find 
the tender, warm-hearted Christ 
waiting to destroy sin in our soul 
and to fill it with divine grace, that 
we may be pleasing in His sight. Of 
course, we must come to Christ in 
the confessional with deep humility 
and a heartfelt sorrow. We will ob¬ 
tain these dispositions through 
earnest prayers and by casting a 
glance at God’s heaven which we 


Yes, the “best way to 
get well is to keep well.”

have lost by our sins; then a glance 
at the awful torments of hell which 
we have earned by our sins; and 
finally, by contemplating the bleed¬ 
ing Christ on His cross, Whom our 
sins have so cruelly pinioned there. 

But the Sacrament of Penance is 
not only a convenient and sure 
mechanism for ridding our soul of 
sin. It is also the greatest single 
force for good in this world, because 
a penitent, to have sins forgiven, 
must make up his mind then and 
there that he is through with those 
sins.

If we really love a person, 
it is rather a pleasure than a hard¬ 
ship to ask him for pardon if we 
have offended him, and we will take 
the greatest care not to offend him 
again. In the same way, if we really 
love Jesus, we cannot bear to be at 
enmity with Him. After some fault 
or sin, we will actually fly to Him 
in the confessional to ask for His 
pardon, and we will take infinite 
pains not to offend Him again. 
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Naturally such an attitude towards 
sin will make us lead better lives 
and therefore to make a better 
world. 

I; ; Holy Communion 

Commuriion is the most beautiful 
and the most holy of‘all the sacra¬ 
ments because Communion is the 
Living Christ Himself. So important 
is Holy Communion in our lives that 
without receiving it, we cannot pos¬ 
sibly save our soul. This the Saviour 
Himself has told us in these earnest 
words: “Amen, amen, I say to you, 
unless you eat the Flesh Of the Son 
of Man, and drink His Blood, you 
shall not have life ih you.” 

If Holy Communion is the Living 
Christ Himself, why then can He not 
keep us from ever again falling into 
Sin once we have received Him into 
our heart? The fault is with our- 
selveS. The Saviour, through Holy 
Communion can and does keep us 
from sin. ‘ That’S how Saints are 
made, by feeding steadfastly and 
fruitfully op the Body and Blood 
of Christ in Holy Communion. But 
just as two different people will get 
different" results through taking the 
same kind and quantity of food be¬ 
cause fheir bodily health and ap¬ 
petite are not the' same, so two dif¬ 
ferent souls will get very different 
results though both receive the same 
Christ in Holy Communion, because 
ione is fervent and eager, the other— 
cold and indifferent. 

? How then shall we receive Holy 
Communion so that It will make us 
Saints? The great and de'vout found¬ 
er of the Basilians gives us a very 
simple but very practical method of 
receiving Holy Communion well. He 
tells us simply to ask ourselves three 
questions before and after Com¬ 
munion and to answer them with all 
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the intensity ofjme being. The three 
questions of St. Basil are: Who? To 
Whom? and Why? ., 

Who is about to come to ®e?> It 
is Jesus Christ, my God. We make 
acts of lively faith and declare our¬ 
selves ready to die for this faith. 

To whom is Christ coming? To me 
who have sinned : so often against my 
God! We make acts of sorrow; we 
resolve to do better; we humble our¬ 
selves before our God; for though 
we are only dust and ashes, we have 
risen up in sin against our God. 

Why is Jesus coming,? Because He 
loves me and thus wants to be with 
me to help me, to strengthen and 
console me. We make acts of flaming 
love to receive Him. We ask His 
Blessed Mother to accompany us to 
the altar-rail there to receive Her 
Son into our hearts. 

Breathless with the beauty, the 
glory, the love of it all, we quickly 
return to our place, there to bend 
with Mary over the crib of our heart 
as we look at Jesus, the God of 
Love. 

When we have recovered from 
our astonishment at so great a love 
on the part of God for us, we again 
gently murmur the three questions 
of St. Basil: Who? To Whom? and 
Why? 

Who has come to me? It is Jesus 
Christ, the Great God of heaven and 
earth who also died for me, -He is 
now really in ray heart; His holy 
angels are all around me to adore 
their God in my heart. Join the 
angels in adoration and thanks¬ 
giving. 

To Whom has this Good God 
come? a 

To a most unworthy creature, to 
me who have so often offended Him 
and have deserved the punishments 



of hell. We make acts of sorrow for 
having offended Him and renew our 
resolution not to sin again. We beg 
of Him the grace to keep our 
promise. 

Why has He come to me? To help 
me. He is the Great God. is all- 
powerful and can do all things. He 
is most anxious to help me if only 
I will let Him, if only I ask Him for 
help. He says to me, His child: 
‘‘What woudst thou have me do for 
thee?” Do not be afraid to ask Him 
for all you need. Tell Him how hard 
you find it to avoid a certain sin or 
occasion of sin. Ask for the strength 
to overcome it. Tell Him that you 
want to have Him very much, that 
you want to learn how to pray, tell 
Him all your spiritual wants. Ask 
Him to give you good health, if it 


is His Will, to cure your sick 
relative to help you in your work. 
Tell Him all your temporal wants. 
He will grant them all generously 
or give you the strength to do with¬ 
out them for your greater spiritual 
good.
